had succeeded in flying 12.750 metres at 
Rome.

A New ^Charter. 


There is much reason in the plea for delay in making a new 


charter for Oakland 
The crying need of this city and others on 


this side o'' the bay is consolidation of the city and county govern- 
ments. 
It means economy of administration, control of prope-ty 


assessments, a lower tax rate and better administration. It moans 
the merging of contiguous populations into the second city in Cali- 
fornia, in population and wealth. This, with harbor improvements 
that will give us 30 feet of water, and bring ship and car together, 
will furnish to commerce on this side of the bay the line of least 
icsistance and will provide a facJity that accounts for the phe- 
nomenal career of Seattle and the other cities of Puget Sound. 


It requires no clairvoyance to see that a charter made for the 


present city of Oakland will be a misfit for these enlarged condition*. 
It is true that our present charter is inadequate, but ths existing 
government is workable under it, and whatever inconvenience it 
causes can be well endured until we effect consolidation and can 
then proMde a proper fundamental law that will put in action a 
unified city and county government on the best lines. 


We should go before the next legislature for the action ntces- 


sarv to secure consolidation. If we make a new charter now. we 
•nust go before the -same legislature for its ratification. There we 
will meet the objection that the charter is not suited to a poveru- 
-nent for the consolidation we ask, and so one measure will oppose 
and weaken the other. Let us abandon new charter-making ard 
invest our energies in seeking the good will and alliance- oi our 
neighbors with whom we desire to consolidate, leaving the form 
and style of the new government to be shaped by them and by us in 
proper and friendly conjunction. 


A grtat many of the new charter-makers are restless experi- 


menters in governmental novelties who desire to impress upon the 
scheme all of the fads and fancies that are the fungi of socialism. 
When we make a scheme for the consolidated government we want 
it to assure stability of policy, the encouragement of capital, pro- 
tection of labor and prosperity ot business 
This cannot be done 


under a charter made by people who know little of business and 
less of the conditions which encourage investment and increase the 
opportunities of labor.

mitted to the keeping of a non-legal body. To an outsider, the move 
looks like a confession of weakness and failure that will cause mere 
disaster than it can cure.

they supersede the courts, arrest without warrants, try, convict and 
punish such as they choose, assume jurisdiction and execute-process, 
or what? 


The movement seems to be an outgrowth of the policy by v, hich 


the existing1 Judicial machinery has been turned over to private citi- 
zens through which to wreak vengeance on business rivals or destroy 
reputations i>y accusations of crime that have no foundation except 
in spite and malevolence. That policy stands condemned by j,ut>l c 
opinion, and to enlarge it will only enlarge the aversion it has caused.

story building at Broadway, 


Pan Pablo avenue and Fourteenth | 
street, and on Monday mornlnp at' 10 
o'clock the first business day will be- 
gin for the bank In Its patetial quart- 
era. In the mtdst of splendid marble, 
mahogany and old bronze, the officers 
and directors will greet the customers 
and other friends who have known th<> 
bank during the thirty-four years it 
has been established In Oakland. 


The completion of thla 
building 


marks a distinct step forward in the 
progress, of Oakland. Modern and up- 
to-date In every respect, it 
stands 


against the sky as a symbol of the en- 
ergetic spirit and determinaUon which I 
have carried Oakland within i. few j 
years from a country town to the 
ranks of the largo cities. 


Splendid Business Home. 


To the t.ank people, the 
building 


means a magnificent palace of. busi- 
ness, a home where financial trans- 
actions may be carried on in a. man- 
ner never before attained by the bank. 
'The enter]'rise which conceived and 
carried out the plan is' but one evi- 
cisnce 
of the abounding confidence 


which the directors and stockholders 
feel in the commercial growth of Oa'k- 
Ir^ml. 
Thpv have seen the city grow 


from a village of a few thousand souls 
to a population of nearly a quarter of 
a million, md they have faith that it 
will centime to groxv at faster pace 
in the corring year?. 


Best of Locations. 


The location of the r.p'.v building is 


prcbably 
the 
finest 
in the entire 


county. /.t tho intersection of three 


great thoroughfares, it is easily ac- 
cessible from all retail and wholesale 
business houses,. from the postoffice, 
city hall, telegraph and express of- 
fices, and two suburban railroad sta- 
tions. From the roof can be 
seen 


nearly every bulkHng In Oakland, Ber- 
keley and Alameda, besides a glimpse 
of the bay and the -hills of San Fran- 
cisco beyond. 


The building was designed by L. B. 


Dutton, of San Francisco, well known 
as the architect of the Crocker Na- 
tional Bank, the Metropolis Trust & 
Savings Bank, the Mechanics' Sav- 
ings Bank, the Sherman-Clay build- 
Ing, 
the Union League Club and other 


prominent structures.

srace of irregular shape, lying in the

Pablo avenue. 


Is Reinforced Concrete. 


The 
structural work is 
of 
re- 


inforced concrete, throughout, making 
the building as strong and solid as 
a granite boulder. The floors and in- 
r.ej* walls are entirely of metal and 
cement, and. In fact, there is no wood 
In the entire structure except, the door 
and window frames, and doors, which 
are of quarter-sawed oak. On 
tffe 


ncrth faces of the building the win- 
dows are of metal'filled with 
plate 


wire-glass, giving the highest security 
la case of fire. In short, the building 
Is as nearly fireproof and earthquake 
proof as modern skill and ingenuity 
can make it. 


The outer walls, as far as the sec- 


ond 
story sill course, are "of gray 


granite. Above that ivory white terra 
cctta is used. 
An ornamental clock 


just above the Fourteenth street en 


trance adds much to.the appearance 
and does valuable service as well. 


Bank on First Floor. 


The entire first floor is occupied by 


th'. First National Bank and the First 
Trust & Savings Bank, recently org- 
Inized. 


The National Bank quarters fill the 


central space of the main room, leav- 
ing corridors around the outlines of 
the room, and the effect is very strik- 
ing. 
The fixtures are of Pavonazzo 


marble, richly veined, surmounted by 
a grill of i".'ill bronze, making a color 
scheme of peifect harmony and beau- 
ty. 'The woodwork Inside the cages 
ii of mahogany. ' 


Executive f Officer. 


At .the left, on the San Pablo side, 


the line of cages terminates in an en- 
clrrure. which contains the 
officers' 


quarters. Desks of finest mahogany 
are provided for Vice-Prealdent L. Q. 
Burpee, Cashier E. N. Walter, Assist- 
ant Cashier S. H. Kltto and 
Bond 


Manager A. D. Thomson. 
Adjoining 


this enclosure.is the private office of 
President P. E. Bowles. . This is par- 
ticularly fine, in its appointments, the 
walls being of solid mahogany, pol- 
ished to the exquisite finish .of a costly 
piano, and surmounted by; a delicately1 


carved-grill of the same material. Ex- 
actly in tha center.of the.stucco cell- 
ing is a large electric light globe of 
unutual beauty of design. 


Ladies' Waiting-room. 


On the right-hand'side of the bank, 


the Broadway sld«,-Is the ladies' wait- 
Ing room, something unique in banff 
architecture.. This.is.directly opposite 
the Broadway 
entrance, and leads 


through to a window, where a teller 
stands ready to. receive deposits, cash 
checks or render .any- similar service 
for women patrons of the bank. 
Safe Deposit Vaults.: 


The safe deposit vaults 
are 
also 


reached from the Broadway entrance. 
The equipment of this -department 
consists of the vaults themselves, a 
desk for the superintendent, and 
a 


m.mber of coupon booths where cus- 
tomers may be assured. of privacy and 
every convenience for the care of their 
securities.

posit boxes. To each box there are 
two Tale locks. 
The customer who 


rents the box receives a key to. one 
look and the bank retains the 
other. 


As neither key ^°ne will unlock the 
box, no box may be opened except in 
the presence of the customer itself 
and a representative of the bank. This 
is a measure of protection both to the 
bank and to its patrons. The boxes 
range In size from 2x5 1-4 inches to 
20x22 Inches, and have 
a. 
uniform 


depth of 22 Inches. The vault Is art- 
fully constructed of concrete and ^teal, 
•with time-locked doors, and is abso- 
lutely fireproof and burglar proof. 


Convenience of Patrons. 


The plan of having the safe deposit 


vault on the ground floor Is a decided 
revelty, but Is in line with the bank's 
pclicy of providing every convenience 
for its customers. The vault will be 
kept open from 8 in the morning to S 
at night, giving business men abun-> 
dant opportunity to put away valuable 
books and papers after the close of 
their business day. 


Down stairs, In the basement, there 


13 another safe deposit vault, referred 
to as the "trunk vault," where silver- 
ware &nd bulky packages of valuables 
may be stored. An elevator'under the 
s'.dewalk facilitates 
the 
storage 
o£ 


heavy things In this vault, 


Seven Fireproof Vaults. 


In all, there are 
seven 
fireproof 


vaults in the bank. In Addition to the 
two.safe deposit vaults, just described, 
there are two vaults for the 
national 


bank, two for the savings bank, and 
one for the storage of stationery and 
supplies.-The national bank vaults are 
at the back of the room, adjoining the 
safe deposit vaults. 
One IB for coin 


and currency, the other for books and^ 
other records of the bank. 
Both are 


provided with heavy outer doors, with 
time-locks, and also Inner doors bear- 
Ing combination locks. 
Working Force's Quarters. 
Above the vaults is a mezzanine floor 


where 
the 
bookkeepers and other 


clerks will work. In order to facili- 
tate business as much as possible, the 
bookkeepers' quarters are 
connected 


with,, the paying cage by pneumatic 
tubas, through which checks and other 
papers can be dispatched without a 
secon's delay. The mezzanine floor 
has ... a special ventilating apparatus, 
and 'is reached from the interior ot 
the .bank by o.n ornamental stairway. 


The rooms of the First Trust & Sav- 


ings Bank, which owns the building, 
are on the San Pablo avenue side of 
the .main floor. There are two 
en- 


trances, one opening directly from the 
street, the other- from the main hall. 
The fixtures are of marble, bronze and 
irahosrany, of the highest'type,,:and the 
rocms are provided with alf possible 
facilities for the convenience of cus- 
tomers. .The First Trust & Savings 
Bank is under the same management 
and control as the First National Bank 
but has Its own capital, and its func- 
tions are entirely separate and distinct 
from those of the national bank. It will 
open for business for the first time 
Monday morning. 
Description of Building. 


The main hall of the building is «t 


the rear of the bank quarters, and ex- 
tends through from Broadway to San 
Pablo avenue, with an entrance from 
either street. In the center are 
the 


elevators, operated by electric power. 
The walls and floors are of marble, 
and the balustrade of the main stair- 
way Is of the same material, giving an 
effect of the greatest richness and 
beauty. 


Above the first floor, the building is 


entirely given over to offices. 
Each 


rtom is equipped with electric light, 
steam 'radiator, hot and cold water, 
electric current for power, and com- 
pressed air current which may be used 
for power or for. operating the vacuum 
cleaning apparatus. 
The latter device 


Is very interesting. A brush Is passed 
lightly over the floor or furniture, and 
the dust particles leap into a rubber 
tube and go racing down to the base- 
ment, where they are lodged in a spec- 
ial receptacle and finally carrier! away. 
In every office thore is an oak ward- 
robe and lavatory, and every possible 
provision for light and air and sun- 
shine. There is hardly a building on 
the coast to compare with it in these 
particulars. 


Modern Conveniences. 
. From the main hall, 
a 
stairway 


leads to the engine room In the base- 
ment, and this place is well worth a 
visit. All the little conveniences which 
mark the modern structure have their 
center and their Inspiration here, and 
it is of the greatest importance that 
everything'be kept in the most effi- 
cient order. 
Apparently, this Is noi 


difficult. 
A great deal of .the 
ma- 


chinery operates itself, in a manner 
almost uncanny to the uninitiated. For 
instance, stand a minute and watch 
the, magnetic circuit, close with a snap 
when'the'elevator man away upstairs 
touches the lever. See the compressed 
air device start of itself 
when 
/the 


pressure gets below a certain figure, 
and stop when the pressure is suffi- 
cient. 


Then there are the pumps—a pump 
ti spray the oil on the burners; anoth 
er to send the water upstairs to the 
tanks on the roof; still another 
to 


draw water from a- 730-foot well for 
use. 
In the boilers. 
A switchboard 


against the wall "bears ans innumerable 
array of electric levers,; which , only 
Jhe man in charge is supposed to un- 
derstand. 


The front portion of-the basement

History of Bank. 


The history of the First National 


Bank of Oakland is a. record of iong 
and honorable service in the interests 
of the community. Starting away back 
lu 1874, the bank was incorporated 
under & State charter as the "Alameda 
Ccunty Savings & Loan "Society." The 
founder and first president was B. P. 
Ferriss, who had been mayor of the 
city and several times a member of 
the city. council, and was prominent 
in all the activities of the place. 


In the following year the bank was 


reorganized under the national system 
as "The First National Gold Bank of 
Oakland, Gal." The "gold bank" dif- 
fered from other national banks only 
in having- their notes redeemable in 
golr, coin, instead of the depreciated 
currency of the times, and were auth- 
orized as a special concession to the 
views of California, who had little.use 
frr paper money, and clung rigidly to 
tha gold standard. 
Only nine such 


banks were organized, and eight of 
these were in California—two of them 
in Oakland. In THE OAKLAND TRI- 
BUNE of March 14, 18SO, appeared 
this item: 
"The First National Gold 


Bank 
of Oakland, has dropped the 


word 'gold,' and is now the F"irst Na- 
tional Bank. It is a solid institution, 
well managed and popular." 


Officials 
of Bank. 


Mr. Ferriss was succeeded as presi- 


dent in 1876 by V. D. Mtoody, 'who fif- 
teen years later resigned and was fol- 
lowed in the office by A. D. Thomson, 
who had been with the bank in var- 
ious oficial capacities since its organ- 
ization. 


In 1893 occurred a complete change 


of the ownership and control of the

as president, with P. K. Bowles

In. .1906, L. G. Burpee, who 


for some years had filled the position 
of cashier, was advanced to the office 
of vice-president and B. N. Walter 
became cashier.
